Asheville, news dispatches revealed 
Thursday. And now Fred's father 
is suing the Southern Railroad in 
Asheville for $ 15,000 damages be¬ 
cause its agent there sold the boy a 
ticket when he started away from 
home. 

Dispatches say the lad's father 
charged in his suit that the ticket 
agent failed to use diligence and 
forethought in providing him with 
transportation. 

Fred’s case attracted attention 
locally wffen he turned upat Decatur 
in charge of Sheriff McCurdy of De- 
Kalb county. The sheriff didn’t 
know what to do with him, so he 
sent him to the Atlanta police. The 
case was just as puzzling to the At¬ 
lauta authorities, so, on the strength 
of a statement that Fred was a for¬ 
mer soldier, they sent him to the 
public health service hospital of the 
government. Ascertaining the boy’s 
name and address, he was relesed 
and turned over to relatives.— At¬ 
lanta Journal.
